The position of M. C. D. Borden of the 
irou works Is not known.

As fur as the labor men are concerned 
they present one solid front and declare 
that they will never accept the reduction 
and that on the contrary they are ready 
and willing to fight the manufacturers to 
the bitter end. Never in the history of 
the cotton business in this city has there

opposition against a proposition to reduce 
wages. 
The secretaries of all the labor 
unions alflluted with the textile council 
arc out today with authorized interviews 
in which they denounce the action of the 
m anufacturers and declare unequivocally 
th at they will fight to the bitter end.
